Due to the fact that these records are so lengthy, we plan to publish some 
of them in each issue until completed. 

Record of the* 1 Clear Creek Church met on Saturday the 15th of February 1841. 

Being called to order preceeded to business and after various exertions 
to settle the old difficulties existing in the church it was ascertained that 
they could not be settled without a division In the church. It was resolved 
that the following proposition should be submitted. (Viz) 

All persons who are willing to live together and serve the Lord according 
to the Bible and the Bible alone and to acknowledge all their falts and to 
forgive each other all former trespasses will make it known by coming forward 
and giving Brother JOHN H. JONES the right hand of fellowship. 

It was also furthermore resolved (Viz) That all those who would come 
forward on the above resolution after sufficient time had been given them should 
be considered as manifesting an unwillingness to conform to the rules and 
regulations of the Church of Christ and therefore should be withdrawn from.

The Brethren from the best evidence they could get, 
believed it their duty to withdraw from him, — which they did. 

The case of BROTHER I. FOWLER was also taken up. He was charged of having 
been drunk and wanting to fight but for want of evidence the case was laid over 
until the 2nd Lords day in May. 

The cases of certain delinquents. WILLIAM ERWIN, MARY ERWIN, JOHN KENDRICK, 
MATILDA KENDRICK, JOHN P. ERWIN, MINERVA ERWIN, THOMAS KENDRICK, WILLIAM 
KENDRICK. Were taken up and according to a resolution passed by the Church on 
Saturday 15th of February Eighteen Hundred & Forty One, they were withdrawn 

fr ° m As two of the Brethern (WILLIAM ERWIN & JOHN KENDRICK) withdrawn from 
were Elders in the Church upon their exclusion it became necessary for the Church 
"appoint oSers in thei/stead. Accordingly, MLLIAM SHELBY and JAMES KERR 
were chosen to be ordained the 2nd Lord-s day in May by JOHN H. ^>?^ na 
JOHN DUNN and in case of failure in the case of on the part of JOHN DUNN, Elder 
WILLIAM USSSRY was to act in hie stead. ^ ^ ^

The case of Brother JOHN FOWLER was taken up. From the evidence presented 
on the case it was not believed that he was guilty of intoxication. But that of 
wanting to fight and as he did not seem to manifest that Penitent disposition 
required it was thought advisable to lay his case over until 2nd Lord's Day in 
June . 

The ordination of the nominated Elders was next attended to. As Brother 
DUNN was not % present, Elder WILLIAM USSERY and JOHN H. JONES, proceeded to and 
ordained them according to the New Testament form, (Viz) 

Sister MARTHA WILSON made application for a letter of dismission from the 
Church. The Church Clerk was authorized to write her one whenever called for.

Met on 2nd Lord 9 s. day in June 

The case of Brother FOWLER was laid over until Saturday before the 2nd 
Lord*s day in July. By order of the Church 

Met on the Saturday before the 2nd Lord?s da y in July the case of JOHN L. K)WLER 
was taken up and as he failed to give satisfaction the Elders proclaimed it to 
be the duty of the Church to withdraw from him which they accordingly dido 
By order of the Church. 

Met on the Saturday before our 2nd Lord*s day in February, 1843 c 

JOHN Ho JONES and Elder JAMES H. KERR proceeded and ordained JOHN W. BROWN, 
Deacon according to the New Testament order.

Met on the 2nd Lord?s day in January 18LL and the Church being by report in 
possession of news that JOHN DISBANE (John D. Spane) had been dancing requested 
Elder KERR to go and see him before the next meeting. By order of the Church 

Met on Saturday before the 2nd Lord?s day in February and proceeded to business 
the case of JOHN D* SPANE was taken up„ Elder KERR stated he had seen Do SPANE 
and he acknowledged he had been dancing and fighting and said he had no desire 
to live a Christian life. The Elders therefore, proclaimed it to be the duty 
of the Church to withdraw from him, which they accordingly did by order of 
the Church o

Met on the second Lord?s day in March the following brethern and sisters 
applied for letters of dismission:

The Church authorized the Church Clerk to write them and hand them over 
when applied for.

Met on the second Lord ? s day in June IBhh and proceeded to business the case of 
Brother SAMUEL PERKINS and Brother EELISE G. BRAEEN was taken up the former 
accused the latter of violating his promise in not paying him a 6^ :> t v/hen he had 
the means in his hands after having pledged his word, cxh honour* to do so 
which charge was not denied. Brother BRADEN refusing to m-ke a::.y ecknowledgment 
the Elders proclaimed it to be the duty of the Church to withdraw their 
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fellowship from him which they did. THOS. R. BECK, Church Clerk 

Met on the 2n d Lord's day in November* . 

Brother JOHN G. BRADEN, his wife, CATHARINE and daughter ELEANOR applied for 

letters of dismission and recomendation the Church authorized the Church Clerk 
to write them when called on — done by order of the Church. 

Met on the 4th Lord's day in November. 

Brother JOHN B. SHELBY and his wife, NANCY applied for letters of\ dismission 

and recommendation. The Church authorized the Church Clerk to wrxte them when 
called on — Done by order of the Church. 

Met on the 11th of January 1845. 

Sister MARY HUGHLETT and her daughter, MARY, applied for letters ol 
recommendation. The Church authorized their Clerk to write them when called for. 

Met on the Saturday the 9t h of March. 

The case of Brother DAVID SMITH was taken up, he having been accused oi 

swearying the elders admonished him to do better and come to the Church and 
make acknowledgment. He refused, therefore, the Elders proclaimed it to be the 
duty of the Church to withdraw their fellowship from him, when they did. 

Met on the 2nd Lords day in May. 

Sister MARY USSERY applied for a letter of dismission and recommendation. 
The Church authorized their Clerk to write it and hand it over when applied for. 
Done by order of the Church 1845. 

Met on the 2nd Lords day in Sep tember 1844. ■ 

The case of excluding Brother BRADEN was taken up, he made satisfaction for 

the charges for which he was excluded, and consequently was restored to full 
fellowship. 

Met September 1844 the case of excluding the following Brethern and sisters was 
taken up (Viz) Bro. WILLIAM ERWIN and wife, JOHN A. KENDRICK, JOHN P. ERWIN, and 
wife, THOMAS KENDRICK and WILLIAM KENDRICK. They made satisfaction for the 
charge for which they were excluded the 2nd Lord's, day of April 1842 and were 
restored to full fellowship. Done by order of the Church. 

THOS. R. BECK, Church Clerk. 

1847 met on 3rd Lord's day in September and the. case of ordaining Brother 
JAMES H. KERR an Evangelist was taken up. It was agreed that on Monday 
following that Brother YOUNG and HACKWORTH should ordain him. 

Accordingly on Monday, following: The Brethern selected, proceeded and 
ordained Brother KERR to the office of Evangelist. Done by order of the Church. 

As Brother KERR was ordained an Evangelist, was an Elder it became the 
duty of the Church to appoint another to act in his stead. Consequently 
Brother BASWELL G. EAST was selected and on Wednesday 22nd of September 1847 was 
bv Brother YOUNG AND KERR ordained Elder of the Church.

1848. Met on 3rd Lord's day in May. ... _, . . . 

Application was made to the Church for a letter of Dismission and recommendation 
for Sister PRESCILLA KERR the Church granted the request and ordered their 

Clerk to write the same.

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WATCH 7OUR DATES] 

One hundred seventy years after Pope Gregory corrected the Julian 
calendar, Great Britain brought their calendar up to date by d^PJ 1 ^ 1 ^ 611 
days froi September. September 2, 1752, was thus followed by September lfr, 
LaT the same tme, they changed the date of New Year's Day from March 
25th to January 1st. Consequently, dates taken from original English or 
inglish cSonial documents prior to September 14, 1752, which fall in the 
months January, February, and up to March 25, will have to $r^£*,£V 
year in orde* to conform to our present calendar. Dates before ^J»«T ^ 
1752, should have 11 days added to the original date if one wants the date 
to conform to the modern calendar. Until 1753, January, /^ruary, and March 
were the last three months of the old year in England ^J^g*^.**** 
of the first three months of the new year as they now ^'^^ a ^^' 
adopted January 1st as New Year's Day in 1600. Germany adopted the Gregorian 
or modem calendar entirely in 1700. 

English and Colonial dates are sometimes found written February 
1730/31. This does not mean the recorder was confused as to which year it 
was, it means February 1731 in our calendar, or New Style We also find 
dates written "February 21, 1720 0. S.», meaning Febvu ^T 21, J-72 0^ OldStyle 
(or February 21, 1721, on the present calendar). This difference gating 
can aSHolve a puzzle which sometime* arises when the birthdates of two 
children are given as say, 2 or 3 months apart. 

If this dating situation is a nuisance pity the poor **&& 
researcher who is looking up French records for the per J°?1795-1807. In 
1795, France revived the original calendar of Egypt, dat mg back to W B.C 
They called it "The Calendar of Reason" . There were 12 months of 30 days 
each month divided into 10-day periods with individual names. Jhe ^ext ra 
days at the end of the year were set aside as hollda ,^^ a ^ s ^ 
Culottes" after the poor people of France - meaning "without Pg^ 
Fortunately for everybody, the Calendar of Reason lasted only 12 years.

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HENRY REED OF DYER COUNTY, TENNESSEE 

The following is the second in a series of nine biographies of the direct 
ancestors of Mr, Donald G. Brown, 2053 Berdan Ave., Toledo, Ohio 43613. (See 
Vol. Ill, No. 3, p. 87.) 

HENRY REED was born in the 1780* s in North Carolina, probably in Burke 
County. His father was HUGH REED and his mother was undoubtedly ELIZABETH 
HOLMES, and they had moved to Burke County from Rowan County, North Carolina, 
about the time that HENRY was born. HENRY*S grandfather was also na^ed^ 
HUGH REED, and it appears that he had gone to Rowan County, North Carolina, 
from Pennsylvania — either Chester or Lancaster County — about the 1760*s. 
HENRY'S parents were in Burke County by the early 1780* s, and they were still 
there at the time of the 1790 census, probably living in that part of the 
county which today is part of Caldwell or Alexander County. Sometime before 
]g00 Lhe REEDS moved to Oglethorpe County, Georgia, and then in the early 
1800 ? s they moved north to Tennessee,, 

HENRY was married to ELIZABETH GIBSON, also a native of North Carolina, , 
probably about 1817c The place of their marriage is unknown, but in the 
1820 census HENRY was listed in Perry County, Tennessee „ In this same census 
his father was listed in Maury County, Tennessee. In 1824 HUGH REED deeded 
his son, HENRY, two hundred acres of land in Gibson County, Tennessee, At the 
time HENRY was living in Henderson County, Tennessee, where he was later 
listed in the 1830 census • However, it appears that HENRY also lived in Gibson 
County sometime during the mid or late 1820* s; his brothers, ROBERT and HUGH, ' 
lived in Gibson County for years . HENRY moved to Dyer County, Tennessee, 
about 1837, where he spent the rest of his life, 

HENRY died in the 1840? s in Dyer County, leaving an estate which 
included 533 acres of land. In Dyer County he lived in Civil District #9, 
in the vicinity of Newbern; and he is undoubtedly buried there, but an 
extensive search for his tombstone failed, ELIZABETH apparently died in 
Dyer County in the 1860 ? s, and no tombstone has been found for her either, 

HENRY and ELIZABETH were the parents of at least five children: MARGARET, 
born about 1818, who was married to a man with the surname of TURNER about 
1842, and who died in January, 1850; HENRY, born about 1826, who died in 
February, 1850, both he and MARGARET dying of pneumonia; ELIZABETH, bom 
about 1826, who was married to N0RVELL SCOBEY about 1849, and who died on 
June 20, 1894; MARY ANN, born about 1830, who was married to MICHAEL To 
BARLOW about 1849, and who died about 1893; and JOHN N., born about 1831, 
who was married to Dc EMALINE KEDDLETON of Gibson County, Tennessee, on 
January 17, 1858, in Gibson County, and who died in Dyer County about 1885

The encyclopaedia states that he, 
in partnership with Charles Goodnight, established the GOODNIGHT TRAIL from 
Texas New Mexico, Colorado, to Wyoming. There is a John S. Chisum ranch 
netx Roswell, New Mexico, and in New Mexico, a Chisum trail.

Chisum as well as Charles Goodnight on p. or between pages 48 and 49. One 
book (Col. Ency.) states that he hired Sheriff Pat Garrett to get rid of Billy 
the Kid and other outlaws.
